LOYAL LEAGUES AND THEIR USES.

Pourrres, in the higher and truer sense, is the 
science.of human well-being. In its more direct 
| and special relation to Government, it contem- 
plates such improvement in laws and civil pelity 
as shall repress fraud and wrong, while emcour- 
aging industry and thrift by securmg to every 
“one the just and full recompense of iis ‘works. 
Whoever aids to make laws more benignant and 
equal, opportunity to rise by frugal diligence and 
-well-doing more constant and universal, and te 
diminish and finally eradicate the pursuits and 
devices whereby individuals enjoy tuxury and 
amass wealth at the expense of the community, 
whether by debasing its morals or absorbing its 
substance, is in the nobler sense a politician, 
though we are too apt to degrade this term by em- 
ploying it to designate the subtle and crafty 
echemer for personal aggrandizement, the courtier 
ef monarehs or majorities who seeks power or 
pelf through the cajoling and misleading of his fel- 
Nowhere have capacity and philan- 
tbrophy a nobler field than that of politics, and 
it# surrender at any time to Knavery and Greed is 
the shame of the wise and good and the peril of 
the entire community. 

The “scurvy politician” is not peculiar to re- 
publics. Shakespeare knew him, though Eng- 
land in his day had never been other than a mon- 
archy. The courtier for personal ends of kings 
or of mobs is a despicable being. But all hypo- 
; erites, counterfeits, shams, imply the existence of 
the reality they basely simulate. And itis one 
of the worst symptoms of any age that men fitted 
by talent and knowledge to enlighten and guide 
their fellow-citizens shrink from the forum and 
the polls, and are more inclined to apologize for 
performing than for negleeting their duties as 
citizens ef a free commonwealth. . :

The public danger of the hour is that of National 
Disintegration. It is not, as to the superficial view 
might appear, that of mere territorial restriction.

Our real peril is far graver—that of National dis- 
solution, to be speedily followed by “ reconstruc- 
tion” on a basis of deadly hostility to the ideas 
and principles which have made the American 
Union a sign of hope and promise to the oppressed 
and down-trodden throughout the civilized world. 
If we die as a republic based on the grand truths 
which preface the Declaration of Independence, 
we shall inevitably rise again as a martial oli- 
garchy, based on the law of the strongest, reprezs- 
ing Popular Edueation, and regarding the poor, 
tire weak, the ignorant, as the natural and lawful 
conveniences of the rich, the strong, and the wise. 
Of the millions who in

OUR WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENCE. 


Wasnineton, Saturday Evening, May 80, 1868. 
To rae Eprrors or Tux Inperenpent : 
The funeral of Gen. Kirby took place a few hours 
ago from the residence of Gen Ricketts. He was 
wounded in ene of the recent battles near the 
pehannock, and was ee Se to this city by kind 
friends, and was tenderly n . On Thureday, the 
President went to the bedside of the dying man, and 
gave to him, with his own hands, the commission of 
a brigadier-general. The soldier received it proudly, 
-but did not survive the scene but a few hours. 
While I write, the Northern train of cars is bearing 
his remairs to his recent home ir Jefferson county, 
New York. 
The funeral cortege passed down the avenue this 
afterncon—a solemn and impressive sight. A mili- 
tary funeral is a thing of weekly, almost daily, occar- 
rence in Washington, and yet I never stop on the 
sidewalk and listen to the mournful music, to. the 
muffied drums—I never gaze at the riderless horse 
and the reversed arms—without gaining a more deep 
and thorough appreciation of the horrors of war, and 
more of that institution which the 
war inevitable. The two thousand millions of debt 
which the war may leave as a legacy to the nation, 
-is nothing, but its impost of blood it is very hard to 
bear. So thinks the poor widow who came down a 
thousand miles heh 0 ee a few days ago, to see 
n * 


of interment. dovit ¢ 
. Yet it is slavery and nothing else which rendered 
peace impossible, and with this fact staring the 
nation in the face, there are men so stupid, or so 
wicked, as to desire a compromise with the power 
« which has placed us into such horrors. There is, - 
however, no longer a danger of a compromise, and 
certainly not under the present Administration. The 
only possibility of a disgraceful arrangement with 
the rebellious states, is through the triumph of the 
Copperheads at the next Presidential election. Such 
a calamity as that is impossible, unless we ehall 
signally fail.in the conduct of the war during the next 
twelve months, and in that event the rebels them- 
selves will be so elated with their success that they 
will spurn all overtures for peace except upon the 
basis of an acknowledgment of their independence. 
If oo agape in the war, of course Copperheadism 
is dead. 
‘ The President has most fully committed hie Admin- 
istration to the policy of military conscription. Not 
a member of the Cabinet now dissents from the doc- 
trines of the President. I am told that Mr. Seward, 
in conversations with some of his pro-slavery friends, 
has recently informed them that in no possible con- 
tingency will the Government abandon its position 
on this subject, because its honor and the honor of 
the nation has been pledged to the colored race, and 
we are now appealing to that race to arm in our 
and their own defense. Mr. Blair, who was last 
winter and autumn a disbeliever in military conscrip- 
tion, is now supporting it by his speeches over the 
country. We is lending his influence to the friends 
of emancipation in Maryland in the political cam- 
paign just opening in that state. I speak of this 
matter the more readily because in past days, when 
Mr. Blair stood with the pro-slavery men. of the 
country, I have very freely criticised him, in this 
correspondence. Let him have the good wishes of 
all anti-slavery men in his present course. No man 
has £0 surprised the anti-slavery public, and agreeably 
surprised it, as Gen. Thomas.

I assumed the charge in October, though the 
eall was made out on ‘the l4th of June. Sixteen 
years! Years most fruitful! Seldom are such 
years kno wn in any man’s life as God has made 
the past sixteen in the life of eyery.one,of us. 
It is impossible, under our. circumstances, that 
there should be any confidential family and 
church conferences bétween us. In speaking to 
my own church I am obliged, always, as it were, 
to speak before the whole great, community ; and 
yet, it isthe right of a pastor, sometimes, to speak 
to’ his own church as 4 father to his own family. 

__ And if ever such. an oceasion offered, it seems to 
me that.this is one, I beg of you, therefore, not 
to regard it as. an indelicacy if, to-night, I mingle 
much ef my own personal, history, and many of 
my own private feclings, with the'remarks which. 
¥ shall make. ~ Bn 

When I came among you, [ came from a field of 
labor. in the West, with great reluctance, and with 
many yoarnings of heart backward, The strength 
of my’ leve for the: West has not suffered any 

abatement. I love the memory of the past, and 
the ties that bound me to the place and the people 
where I. formerly, was. ..The ties are just as 
strong; I think, to-nightas ever they were; @nd 
my memory is full of ‘tears. For the state that 
was my earliest home in the ministry I have sfill 
an. unfeigned enthusiasm. ‘Timé has not dried 
up the love nor effaced the memory of my past 
labors, nor of my brethren im those labors ; and I 
never think of that field to this day without re- 
gret, although I have néver for a moment hesi- 
tated in supposing that! acted right im leaving it 
and coming to serve you in the Gospel ministry 
here. I lived and labored in the West with as 
sincere and unbroken an expectation of remaining 
there all my natural life as ever any man did; 
and it was a surprise and a marvel to me when I 
was called away from that field. When I came 
from the liberty of Western life and society, I 
had, perhaps, an exaggerated idea of the rigidity 
of Eastern conventionalism; but no man can 
imagine the fears that were affectionately poured 
upon me from every side when it was known that 
I proposed settling here, lest, in entering the min- 
istry in these great cities, I should be ruined 
morally ; lest I should become indolent; lest F 
should be spoiled by kindness, or yet more by 
flattery or sudden suecess. And so earnest and 
repetitious were these extravagant exhortations, 
that at last it seemed to me as though men 
thought that the grace of God was sufficient fora 
minister everywhere but in Brooklyn. It is not 
strange, therefore, that, in coming to this city, and 
to these unknown trials, I braced my mind up 
with an unusual determination to maintain my 
liberty and individuality here. 

In entering upon my labor among you, I had no 
sort of anticipation of what was before me. I 
had no ambitious projects, I had mapped out the 
future not at all. There were no pictures, even, 
in my imagination. I knew that I had youth, and 
health, and strength, and a real love ef working, 
and I determined to lebor up to the measure of my 
power, in good report and in evil report. That 
was all the plan I had.. Of what success might

This strong determin- 
ation that I felt, not to be vanquished, mot, to be 
snuffed out, not te be. silenced, not to be made a 
sweet and, smooth talker of inan'ties and com- 
monplaces ; this determination to speak what I 
thought, so'that men should understatid ‘what I 
said and what I meant, happened in times that 
required just such a development. For my mia- 
istry began in your midst at a critiead, period in 
our history ;.and the first ten or. fifteen, years of 
it—that is, the whole of it—has been passed uader 
circumstances which combine to intimidate men 
that had position and influence. For years, the 
whole commercial power of New York, not only, 
but of all the great cities of our land; and the 
whole-political combinafion of both parties, and 
also a majority of the older ministers of the 
churches, combined either to silence the pulpit, 
or to make it bear witness on the wrong side. 
Never was there such a provayre on a Christian 
pulpitas, from 1850 to 1860, was brought to bear 
upon the pulpits of our land. 
The system of annual rentings in this church 
held us-up, every year, in a‘peculiar manner, to 
the judgment of the community; and you, as well 
as I, remember how, for. many.and many a year, 
men watched to see. whether the pews went up 
or down on the first of January, and how, before 
the day came around, by various influences it was 
sought to reduce the rentings, that’there might be 
a scream of joy, and that men might say, “An 
abolitionized Gospe) will make: men want.” It 
was recommended,. you know, that ministers 
should be rolled in the dirt, and taught to seek 
their, bread by manual labor. In other words, 
people were advised to forsake men that were 
faithful to their principles, and leave them to 
suffer need. 
~ During all this time there has been a steady 
increase of the prosperity of this ehuréh and 
society. I need not recall to you the width of 
the sphere in. which you have labored. . The 
multiplicity of interests which have been devel- 
oped in your midst; the seed which you have 
sown; and the ‘séed “Which ‘you have“ garnered ;

" The result of this experiment of frée, beld, clear, 


Tam speaking of your fidelity, and of your 


outspokén preaching of things not Popular, has 
been to demonstrate that it is poss tor mén to 
succeed by Mdelity and by personal freedom. It 


is sometimes said that it is not possible that the 
point should be true where religion is sustained 

y the common people, instead of being sustained | 
by an established-church. I think that the expe- 
rience of our country shows that there is more 
faithfulness in the pulpits that are sustained by 
the common people, than in any others on the 
globe, and that the fact that religion is sustained 
by the common people is most. favorable to per- 
sonal fidelity. In order, however, to-success 
under such circumstances, it is necessary that 
there should be more than plain speaking: it is 
necessary that men should speak the truth in 
love, in sympathy, and in that which is the expo- 
nent of both—good-nature. Men should preach 
uppalatable truths hopefully and courageously ; 
and, above all, they should preach them with an 
entire willingness to take the eonsequences that 
may accrue from their liberty of speaking. I 
never gave myself a moment’s concern as to what 
would result from my fidelity to my convictions. 
I thought it quite likely that I should be dispos- 
sessed and sent back to my Western field; but I 
‘did not count-that a trouble ; and there has never 
been a year, a month, a week, or a day, in my 
ministry here, when if, for the sake of maintain- 
ing principle, it had been necessary that the con- 
nection should be dissolved between us, I would 
not have been willing again to take my saddle- 
bags and go into the wilderness and preach Christ, 
as I did when I was first licensed in the ministry. 
I have always been perfectly willing to take the 
responsibility of preaching what seemed to me to 
be right. And for the advantage of- those who 
are young in the ministry, 1 say that if a man 
means to be bold and fearless, he should begin by 
@ bargain and covenant with himself that-he will 
-take all the consequences. whatever they may be, 
by pursuing an upright course, and that he is to

In the midst of all excitement and agitation, the 
inward life of this chur¢h has been truly spiritual ; 
and every Year, and almost during every month 
of each year, there have been continuous awaken - 
ings and conversions of men. *Besides, many 
general revivals have been bestowed upon us by 
the Head of the church ; and I suppose we_mey 
say that thousands have been here awakened and 
savingly converted. 

As this’pulpit ha@ been thought to be transcend- 
ent in the liberty of its topics, I may speak a word 
astothat. In the first place, while tho ministry 
of this church has been one whith aimed first and 
mainly at preaching the Gospel for theawakening 
and conversion of mon, it-has, on tho . other side; 
feltthat that did not exhaust the obligation and 
ihe duty of the Christian ministry in this land 
and in this age. The pulpit is the place where 
truth is to be disclosed for the conversion and the 
guidance of the life‘of the individual, and also of 
society-life. Itis in vain to poretuus to the omy 
of the apostolic day, for theie was no pulpit for 
three’ hundred years, and there are no rules and 
no examples that fit our time. Nor can we be 
gone to the habits 6f the pulpit in other Chris- 
ian ages } for what the pulpit does must be deter- 
mined by the work that is to be done. And 
where has there been such a work to be done as in 
America? In what other land has a Gospel min- 
istry been called upon to perform such dutics as 
are Incumbent upon the ministry of this land? In 
other lands it isthe business of the people to be 
governed : in this coustry it is the special busi- 
ness of the people to govern. In other lands it is 
the business of the people to avoid mainly Bll 


_ public questions and public affairs: in this coua- 


try it is we = gee duty of every man to take part 
in public affairs. In other lands the dutyof the 
Gospel ministry has been to preach to men; but 
the very spirit of our institutions rolls out upon 
the whole community duties. new, and pre wg 
and transcendent. And are these duties to go. 
without guidance? ‘Am I to preach Christ to a 
man till he awakes into néwnéss of life, and till 
he asks how. he shall be istian, and. then 
leave him? Am I t uh how to be a 
Ulfisuaa personaly, 1b Dt ar om 
business, and then, when a stifflarger sphere of 
life is developed before him, in which he is called 
to act for' Christ and-eternity, and he turns to me 
and asks what is ethically mght, am I-teturn and 
say, “ My business is to preach the Gospel ?” 
Before men had ships and a compass, they were 
obliged to creep along the sea-coast ; but when 
Columbus éut loose from the shore, and ventured 
out upon the ocean, he had to sieer according to 
some new principle. But what.if he, or his pilot, 
had said,“ We are bound to steer as old pilots 
before us steered?” You are not bound to steer as 
old pilots did, unless you steer where they did. 
If you are on the great sea, you must adopt 
your navigation to your cireumstances. And in 
American churches, more than anywhere else, it 
has been necessary to preach Christ for the con- 
version of men; and when they have been con- 
verted, it has been necessary that Christ should 
be preached to them as an ethical principle. 
Whai is the use of converting 4 man, and bringing 
him into the church, and making: him an oppres- 
sor, or @ scoundrel politician? What is the use 
of a man’s conversion, if in things that relate to 
the national life of unborn generations he opposes 
right and liberty, and strikes hands with wrong 
and oppression? The duty of the ministry in 
this country has been first to preach the

It narrates the reorganization of 
the army, the movements to Nashville and thence 
to Stone River, and the desperate battle there, with 
much fullness, and with clearness and care enough 
to.afford a very intelligible conception of the fight. 
It is interspersed with many interesting sketches of 
personal character, invariably eulogistic. Nothwith- 
standing this amiable weakness, and an ambitious 
magnificence of epithets and of style, it is a merito- 
rious contribution to the history of the war.

From this eom- 
manily of origip, various conclusions are deduced, 
all af which, howovoer; eatahlichment 
of what apomed but Eedaot'be pro proved, that thesé 
ultimate “cells” are really alike. They are too 
small. to admit the proof of this; eyes and micro- 
scopes will never detect life nor its modifications. 
Despite this fundamental defect, these speculations 
are interesting, and have much value, though not of 
the kind which their makers deem.

The Chicago Convention is composed of capitalista, 
financiers, merchants, and statesmen from every 
section, North, East, and West, and they are men 
connected with all political schools and parties. No 
body of business men, more respectable or more in- 
fiuential, ever met in council; and we doubt not 
their action will result in the accomplishment of 
the Work under consideration. The. great North- 
west fs apparently most interested in this under- 


earnestly and eloquently in favor of the measure. 
But the East is scarcely less interested than the 
West. Whatever develops and enriches one section 
strengthens and improves the other. One state 
camnot greatly prosper without e palpable and 
healthful effect in all other quarters. 

We expect soon to see the day when our ships can 
load at the Lakes and unload at New Orleans=when 
our steam-boats and our gun boats can have a free 
and unobstructed passage from Buffalo to St. Louie. 
The day such a national work is completed, will be 
a proud day in the history of the country. The East 
and the West will then be surely and inseparably 
bound together. Their interests shall then—more 
than ever before—be one, and thus they shall there- 
after remain. No Jeff Davis, or Stephens, or Wise, 
or Vallandigham, or other infernal rebel, shall ever 
after foment a rebellion to disturb our peace and har- 
mony. ; 

The only question, in our judgment, now to be con- 
sidered is, Who shall do this work?

With 
a railroad to, -California, and a-ship canal from 
the Lakes to the Mississippi, the commercial and 
industrial interests of this“ New World” will take 
aj new start in“ marching along,” which will shock 
and awe both hemispheres. The present is no time 
to sleep, for remember, soon, “a nation shall be bora 
in a day.”
